Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning at the 
Centra) Church, taking as his text:

In society, that justice might be secured to all, 
there early sprang up a system of law or form of 
jurisprudence called equity. However thoughtfal 
and. conscientious law-makers might be, there 
would spring up circumstances not foreseen by 
legisiators, amid which unexpected surroundings 
the exact administration of a written law would in- 
volve a hardship, and thus the courts established to 
éecure justice might often become the means of 
doing a great wrong. Thus, when in order to com- 
pel the payment of taxcs the State permits the 
payer of delinquent claims to seize upon the 
property and hold it as his own, the same State

also perceives the injustice of a law which per-

mits a few dollare to wrest from an owner a home, 
a farm, an estate which has cost him years of toil 
and large sums of money; andmence the tax, sale 
statute is everywhere followed by an equity of re- 
Gemption. This equity is a mediator between the 
original owner of the bome and the man who hopes 
to secure the property for nonght. Man is an ani- 
mal difficult to control, and hence, tn general, law 
has been hard-hearted and must remain such; but 
civilization i full of amenity, and the whole do- 
main of law feels more and more, as generations 
pass, this softening of law-maker and Judge. 
Equity is in general the statute softened by the 
ever-growing justice and humanity of an age. In 
‘Jaw the word equity, therefore, stands forth ae 
one of the noble words in that school of thought. It

Ite equity appears on the stage for a 
moment and withdraws, ieaving the arena open for 
the furies and dire enchanters and for tragedy. He 
who comes to rule the earth in righteousness, ie 
suffered to appear but for a moment, and then fol- 
low the monsters of injustice. 

Doubtless the principle of equality ie gradually 

„ crowding back many an unworthy 
sentiment. It is in each generation helping society 
interpret the Sacred Word, and is casting its light 
into all our confessions of faith. That the Heav- 
enly Father did in the beginning create some for 
eternal death, that euch a Father did, on account 
of the sin of a first man, doom all His most remote 
descendants to eternal n, are ideas which are 
slowly fading away, as the sun of ‘equal rights, of 
righteousness, rises in the sky. If the Heavenly 
Father should be supposed to create men that he 
might punish them, and that for Adam's sin He 
could torment a numberless race, then would the 
hymn of the Psalmist be misplaced, and earthly 
courts willing to find and do the right would not 
dare to look up to Heaven for guidance, but would 
be compelled to read only the thoughts of the 
Dest men. It is not to be believed for a moment that

One of the truest views of Christ is that which 

makes Ilim follow the old statute law which was 
able to work only a hardship, and which carried in 
it a penalty that would annihilate ratherthan save, 
follow the law. as an equity, and thus transform 
ruin into success and peace. The law, The soul 
that sinneth u shall die, were indeed a dreadtul 
etetute for above the years of infancy 
have sinned. nere te mame & Anet 
no, not one. The statute law was then an intoijer- 
able hardship, and hence to the parties in the great 
case of glorious equity came in the person of 
Christ. One cannot analyze thie great mediation 
between the letter of the law and the human snf- 
ferer; but thie man may know: that loving and 
obeying this Christ the penalty of the law is es- 
caped. There are those who are ousy with the in- 
guiry about the method of this judgment. On the 
one hand 1 an Edwards; on another a Joseph 
Cook: against both a Gladden; but amid the labors 
of all it is not „ —— any perfect theory of 
an atonement w evolve ut th and 
from all the hosts of At hha ala will come 
forth the comforting thought that Christ is a pow- 
erful mediator between man and a law which in ite 
naked words would bear upon him with never end- 
ing severity. It is enough to know that those lov- 
ing and following Christ will be acquitted and jus- 
tified in the last assize. 
This large principle of exact justice for all comes 
along net only to overthrow the fatalism of some 
and the irresponsible God of others, but to modify 
the world’s view of Christ's work and to make that 
redemption which was once limited to a few stand 
open to all. The atonement, when placed in the 
scheme of nature, shows itself to have been made 
forall. All good things are for all. God is the 
Father of all. He is no respecter of persons. 
Hence, as the stars shine for all, and as the epring 
comes for all, and for all the sun climbe the sky in 
June, so for all ually the Cross stands on its 
lofty height. It invites ail, and there is no hypoc- 
risy in its holy words. Asthe child born into the 
nineteenth century may pursue its early and late 
course toward all the honor of its time or toward 
all ite dishonor, so may each being start from 
ite cradle and seek Christ's Kingdom, or 
with face averted it * claim all wick- 
edness and impiety as its own. Many, 
many are the doctrines which are being cast 
out of the world’s court for want of equity. As, 
according to an English writer, the equity of the 
courts has been gradually shaping itself into a re- 
fined science, 60 it will be found that in the 
shrines of theology and religion an equity has been 
shaping itself into afiner philosophy of worship 
and salvation, and that year after year (iod comes 
closer to the human heart with His reign of righte- 
ousness. The world has passed from the Mosaic 
law into the equity of Chriet. 

There is certainly nothing in this text or doctrine 
that can bring comfort to the wicked. Indeed, to 
those who are living to break the laws of man and 
Heaven, no truth can come with more power than 
that a great Jehovahis moving all over the uni 
verse in righteousness. The willfally sinful have 
everything to fear from. this doctrine. When 
God's wrath is pictured as havi begun be- 
fore the foundation of the world, and that 
He loves to witness His own fury, the mind 
laughs at the teach as being a nightmare 
of the superstitious. When Catholic or Protestant 
describes hell and exhausts terrible imagery in the 
portraiture, then, again, the modern mind may 
mile at and then reject such words as being images 
of a disordered brain; but when the calm doctrine 
of equity is announced and the son! is called to 
contemplate that most patient, most wise but 
most Just bar, it cannot but confess that between 
itself and the heart that has loved God's law some 
deep and lasting line should be drawn. It is easy 
to lauch away the hell of Dante and Milton, and to 
reject as so much at many of the conditions and 
considerations which in the opinions of many con- 
sign the dying to the world of r, but after 
the mind has destroyed a hundred falechoods and 
has laughed at the details of many pictured Ja-

TEMPERANCE IN POLITICS. 
SERMON BY THE REV. L. T. CHAMBERLAIN. 

At the New Engiand Church, the pastor, the-Rev. 
L. T. Chamberlain, having read the second chapter 
of Habakkuk, poke without manuscript, subdstan- 
tially as follows: } 

A question of public concern has been brought to 
our special attention by the Woman's Temperance 
Union of this city. From that source has come a 
petition to the municipal authorities, requesting 
them to close al] saloons on Sunday. It is urged 
upon as, in concert with the other congregations of 
the city, to sign the petition and set ourselves to 
securing ite immediate effectiveness. In the peti- 
tion no discrimination is made with regard to the 
different classes of beverages. No distinctions are 
suggested as to portions of the holy day. It is 
simply that throughout Sunday all the saloons of the 
city be closed, by force of law, and police, and 
courts. And we are appealed to in the sovereign 
name of Temperance. As those who would be on 
the side of sobriety and order, on the side of mor- 
als and the public welfare, to say nothing of the 
interests of a Christian Sunday, we are asked te 
join in the movement. They whoare toiling with 
heroic devotion look to us for help. Sisters, and 
wives, and mothers, whose hearts are ülled with 
regard for the things which are pure and blessed, 
call on us as to their friends and fellow-laborers! 
Certainly it would seem at first that there could be 
no possible hesitancy; that to name the cause, and 
to suggest what might appear to subserve it, would 
be enough to win our entire co-operation. I own 
that my impulée is at once to say Amen. I can 
do but little, but whatever it be that I can do, I 
pledge it, and pledge it in any and every form yon 
may now or henceforth desire. For there flashes 
on me the greatness of the evil we are summoned 
to oppose. As the call is sounded, I wake anew to 
the terribleness of the common foe. There comes 
afresh the realization of how monstrous is the 
curse which these brave ohes are seeking to re- 
move. Mind and heart alike are filled and over- 
whelmed. I see the enemy coming in, verily, like 
a flood, and I too must needs pray that somehow 
by some one, a standard be lifted against him. I 
feel as if ali humanity, and not only humanity, 
but angels and ministers of grace, and a pityin 
God Himself, might be invoked to lend swift an 
unquestioning, and decisive aid. 

ink for a moment concerning this evil. Trace 
its outlines. Admit the simple facts. Consider 
the things which are attested by observation and 
the records. Give heed for justa little, to what 
takes place under this same sun, and in spite of 
which the earth rolls on and humanity survives. 
Take, for example, one human being, a single 
family, and reflect on what intemperance means 
when it rests there its destructive touch. the 
man or woman gradually losing the best of the for- 
mer possessions; the wonted gentleness ing 
into harshness; the accustomed delicacy of feeling 
and demeanor giving place to groseness ; conscience 
deadened; reason impaired; the desires degraded; 
friends grieved and alienated; business neglected; 
poverty necessitated; the family made wretched; 
self-respect surrendered ; marriage vows dishonor- 
ed; parental affection destroyed; decency outrag- 
ed; crime committed; shame and despair brougit 
on; disease of every form incurred; idiecy made 
to alternate with madness; until at lasta death of 
beastiy stupor or of delirious frenzy closes the 
ghastly scene. 

Do some say the picture is overdrawn? No. It 
is not. It is impossible to overdraw it. They who 
sit in their sheltered homes may not often have 
seen the reality. They may have turned nervously 
from even a glimpee of it. But if they will co with 
me [I will take them at any hour of the day or night 
to where the horror is vastly greater than language 
can express. I assure you we have been sketchin 
no fanciful portrayal. The thing itself, and in a) 
its hideousness, is tremendonsiy real, and you 
must consider that it 1s on every side of you. You 
must add instance to instance, and fact to fact, 
until you have carried your computation into the 
thousands and scores of thousands. You must, at 
the lowest estimate, make place in your thought 
for 30,000 such deaths annaally in our own coun- 
try alone from the direct cause of strong drink! 
Trace, too, if possible, the relation of those 30, 000 
tothe hundreds of thousands immediately con- 
nected with them; multiply the original individual 
agony, by the woe and anguish of the related suf- 
ferers: and that by the grand total of the victima, 
and then tell me whether. with suggestions too 
frightfal, I have outlined the picture! The truth 
is we don't realize the positive facts. We can’t 
realize them. We may stand on the wild shores of 
this evil and peer out into the darkness; but the 
accursed billows that roar come from a black mid- 
Senn which lies beyond all eight. We may gaze 
from the brink and shudder at the abyss which 
yawns; but we must needs remember that beneath 
the depths discernible there is a still lower deep. 
We may think sometimes earth 
is fair and hell is foul; bunt the 
more we perceive of what intemperance in- 
volves, the less shall we think that there 
can anywhere be results more appalling. As 
I see it in my work in thie great city, ee what 
it is and what it includes, —it seems to me the sum 
of all evils. Jt makes my heart ache, not only 
* — — * ern ’ ve 
the indifference of those Fuel es l. 5 
with a life-and-death strugvte. 

There is an old legend of the Eastern world, how 
at stated scasons a monster from the ocean laid 
waste the fertile shores, aud could only be appeased 
by the sacrifice of the fairest of the natives’ sons 
and daughters. As we have read it, although 
‘twere known bat as a legend, we have imagined 
the anguish which the stricken lands must have 
felt. e have reckoned that it were well for them 
to have gone out with armies and banners, if. so 
the destroyer might be overcome. But, my hear- 
ers, this nation of ours to-day is devastated by a 
destroyer more crne!. Your sons and danghters 
may, for the most part. have escaped, but day by 
day, and week by week, and month by month. and 
year by year, those as fairand precious have been 
slain, both for this world and the world to come. 

We mourn for the dying and the dead of tbe bat- 
tlefiela. We fancy that if the angel of pity hovers 
tearfully anywhere, tie where war has wrought its 
havoc. Our hearts have hardly yet ceased bleed- 
ing from the wounds which were made in the days 
of our own conflict. And yet it is the sober truth 
that in the ten years since the eurrender of Lee 
intemperance has stricken a greater number, by 
two fold, than perished in battle from the firing on 
Sumter to the taxing of Richmond. Strong drink 
has already caused us a sorer desolation than did 
the long and fearful war! 

is it, then, for us to be indifferent and idle! Are 
we to declare, practically, tbat there ie no need of 
special effort, and that taey who summon us to the 
rescue are touched with fanatical zeal? Shall we 
say with the careless sluggard. a little more 
slumber, a little more folding of the hands to 
sl r We may say it, but, alas, it’s at our mor- 
tal peril. The waster is abroad in our city and 
land. He of the = horse rides, and the blood 
flows to the very bridle. Death and destruction 
answer to each other as when deep answers unto 
deep. Ithink itis time that we arose and sought 
deliverance! Or, to approach the subject by an- 
other access, look at the criminal outcome and the 
economic waste. Look at the infliction which falls 
literally on all the community! 

In the statisties of the United States Com- 
missioner of Education for 1871 is the 
statement that ‘‘from 80 to 90 per cent 
of the criminals of the United States connect their 
courses of crime with intemperance. Of the 
14,000 inmates of the Massachusetts prisons, 
12,000, or 84 per cent, are reported to have been 
intemperate. In Maine 93 percent. Reports from 
every State, county, and manicipal prison in Con- 
necticut show that more than 90 per cent had been 
in habite of drink, by their own admission. Mr. 
Muller, the well-known prison agent. says that 
during a recent year in Philadelphia, of J cases 
of murder each one was traceable to intemperance, 
and that in that same year and city, 121 murderous 
assaults proceeded from the same cause. Of the 
38, 000 arrests 75 — cent were caused by strong 
drink. It ie a declaration made by Jadge Allison. 
of Pennsylvania, in a speech K . in 1872, 
that in the criminal courts of that State four-fifths 
of the crimes committed may be traced to the influ- 
ence of liquor. He adds, There ie not one case 
in twenty, wherein a man is tried for life, in which 
liquor is not the direct or indirect cause.” Supt. 
Kenuedy, of New York City, is responsible for the 
aflirmation that of 98, 000 arrests in a single year, 
nine-tenths were the result of drink. In our 
Western States, statistics are not. for the most 
part, so carefully compiled. Yet I have no doubt 
that the facts here are in keeping. Judges on the 
Bench, State's Attorneys, the po ice, the mission- 
ary of the county jail, have told me the same 
story. It ie drink, above all other causes, which 
makes your life and mine insecure: which peoples 
our Houses of Correction, ails, and Penitentia- 
ries; and which, after all that, leaves society in- 
tested with lawlessness and crime. On the erimi- 
nal side it is like a malaria or contagion.

Individuals, families, society the nation, are In 
peril. As in that wondrous grup of the u. 

whose transcript in statuetu or engraving you 
have so often seen, the serpem tighten their coils 
and the father and sons vuinlyesist, so ft some- 
times seems as if our commot life was evermore 
throttled by intemperance, aff that if we freed 
ourselves it must be indeed byuperhuman aid. I 
tell you this cause needs our tought, our oo our 
prayers. It is wellnigh the met argent of all the 
causes under the sun. Theres woe to us if we 
are heedless of its ciaims; thee is destraction to 
those who come after. As frinds, as citizens, as 
patriots, as Christians, we ge called to be in 
earnest. 

But now comes the questionwith respect to the 
remedy; and we mast ask ourelves also, by what 
methods the remedy is to be pfforded. Assuredly 
the remedy, 80 far as it is conidered absolutely in 
itself, is not doubtful. Forte ase of intoxicat- 
ing drink as a beverage is, planly, mot a necessity. 
Were it inevitable, like breathng tae air, or mov- 
ing in the sunlight, then the ssue would be one of 
antidotes, and we might not now what could pos- 
sibiy avail. if the danger imered in the con- 
stitution of things, then weshould be compelled 
to search for mere safeguards which, at the best, 
would be but partial. ut, h point of fact. the 
evil is wholly of man’s chocing. It begins and 
continues only by man’svoliton, It sends out no 
secret seductions, it exercise no invisible spell. 
It is quiet apart by iteelf, athing blunt or dead, 
until rts victim gives it powe and place. Strong 
drink might flow in rivers. it might accumulate 

‘itself in seas. Yet, untouched, untasted, it were 
harmless as the fancies of aiream. The all-suili- 
cient remedy, therefore, ian once apparent. It 
is abstinence! It is Duch not, taste not, 
handle not. It is the

saying. Iwill have nought to do with it. Save 
for mechanical and medidnal ends, I will deal 
with it no more than I woull deal with the plague. 
I will leave it to its own hdplessness.._ I will for- 
ever abjure it, in the name of God andas I love 
my soul. Bring the worll to that and you have 
brought the world to an absolute deliverance from 
ite great foe. There, then, is the ideal. There is 
the philosophy and theory which in itself is sover- 
eign. That isthe teachingwhich is to be taught 
first and foremost—‘* Tota n- 
toxicating drinks!“ 

I know it will be said, in partial reply, that there 
is a moderate use of intoxicating drinks, both dis- 
tliled and fermented, which is not specially harm- 
ful, and which may sometimes be beneficial. I 
shall not dispute it. 1 have little interest in draw- 
ing the lines of exact discrimination, But this Ido 
know, and in proclaiming it I have au interest, — 
that somewhere along the line which departs from 
total abstinence lie death and hell. If to any one 
who thinks of the power of habit, or who recog- 
nizes the influence of example, it cems well to 
walk along that diverging line, supporting himself 
by the plea that he can still maintain his foothold, 
then his heart ie differently made from mine. 
W hat if it be true—as it undoubtedly is—that a con- 
siderable portion of the world's good, and great, 
and useful men are and have been moderate drink- 
ere? Is not the fact that other millions who thus 
began have gone to destruction enough to make us 
turn utterly from sucha coprse and to inspire us 
to plead with all others against it? Would you 
care to choose the Upas tree for your shade, on the 
argument that only every other one of those who 
slept beneath it died? God forbid that I should 
join in the ill-considered cry that there is no pos- 
sible middle ground; that he who drinks wine or 
beer will doubtless die u drunkard’s death. Sach 
statements are false, and as harmful as they are 
false. The world laughs at the nonsense, and is 
hardened while it langns. This, the rather, is our 
plea: that the ‘endency is toward excess; that 
there is, at least, the possibility of evil to ali; and 
that in multitudes of cases the evil possibility 
becomes a horrible fact For that valid reason, we 
are to choose total abstinence. For taat more- 
than-sufficient reason we are to persuade men, as 
though we were ambassadors of both earth and 
heaven, to keep wholly aloof from all that intori- 
cates. As for Myself, I loathe whatever in even the 
slightest degree tends toward drunkenness. The 
suggestion, the association, the possibility, is 
enough to turn me against it. 

It remains, however, that 
ey. Men do not er 
eign preventive. What, inthat case, 
proposed? Many would say unhesitatingly, ‘‘ We 
propose force. We would have recourse to law 
and er statates. We maintain that so- 
ciety has the richt so to interfere.” Unquestion- 
ably, society has that right. I have read the argu- 
ments of those who deny it, but I humbly sob- 
mit that their reasoning is tmconclusive. sum 
up their position, itis this: that we may. right- 
fully punisb a man for drunkenness, because the 
loss of mental and moral judgment is dangerous 
to the comunity, but thatthere is no justice in 
compelling one rational man to personal privation 
lest another irrational man should abuse his priv- 
lege. They say you mightas justly compel all 
scholars to forego their studies, cause seme 
students carry their studiousness to a ruinous ex- 
cess. 

But if I anderstand the elementary principles of 
justice and civil liberty, society bas a clear right 
to enact whatever laws are for the general welfare. 
Society is charged with the greatest good of the 
greatest number. Her right to secure that good 
is a paramount right. It even lifts itself into the 
supremacy of an obligation. Of course, there are 
inalienable rights of the individual, and usually 
there ie no conflict between these and the rights of 
society. An enlarged wisdom will deem that, for 
the most part, the general welfare = injured 
whenever the individual is oppreseed. And yet, 
even on the supposition that the individual suffers, 
the general welfare is to be maintained. We Five 
multitudes of unquestioned laws which involve 
the same principle as the statutes which prohibit 
the sale of intoxicating drink. For example, 
self-defense is an inalienable right, and the carry- 
ing of concealed weapons of defense is a cone 
quent prerogative. et the State calmly says that 
whoso is found thus armed shall be deemed a 
criminal and shall be punished accordingly. The 
State regulates the sale of poisonsand of explo- 
sives. But the right to regulate involves the right 
to forbid. If under certain circumstances I may 
be restrained from freely buying poisons, then in 
view of certain other considerations I may be 
prevented from buying at all. The State is bound 
to render a reason for her restraints. She must 
make them subserve the general well-being. But, 
thus indicating them, she has the manifest right 
toenact them throughout her bounds. If the 
State—the majority—believe it to be for 
the public good, prohibitory laws against Iiquor- 
selling, or the selling of- anything else, may be 
made andenforced. They may cover every city 
and village, every palace and hovel. ‘There 
is no doubt of that. Only, at thie point, 
the inquiry arises respecting the practical 
value of such legislation. low near does it come 
to touching the root of the evil? That it does good 
in a community where public eentiment sustains it 
is the verdict of all history. Ittends to diminish 
drunkenness, and crime, and pauperism. ‘The 
records of statisticians and the common observa- 
tion confirm that. And yet, I believe the percent- 
age of gain is apt to be less than is ordinarily al- 
leged. There is always the possible fallacy of 
thinking that what is driven from sight is de- 
stroyed. They who do not look beneath the sur- 
face.may think that allis well, when in fact the 
mischief is all the while harassing, and menacing, 
and threatening the very foundations. I say, 
**Give us prohibitory laws wherever they repre- 
sent the will of the majority, but count them still 
at what they are worth, Call it that the statate 
gets vindication if it lessens the temptations to 
evil; if it makes it comparatively safe for our 
young men to walk the bighways; if, instead of 
every other street-door opening to destruction and 
alluring the unwary. the path of rnin must needs 
be sought out before it can be entered: if even in 
some cases the outraged family may have redress 
and the seller of intoxicating drinks be obliged t 
know that his traffic ie under the ban of law as 
well as of right." repeat. lam for prohibitory 
laws wherever they — Ir the will of the people. 
I often think that, could I only persuade the coun- 
try thereto, I would have a constitutional amend- 
ment which, from the lakes to the gulf and from 
ocean to ocean, should prohibit. save for medic- 
inal and mechanical and kindred purposes, the 
very manufacture and importation of intoxicating 
hquors. Does it not strike you as something al- 
most absurd that the production of such liquors 
should be eet permitted and legalized all over 
the land, and then some State or community choufd 
attempt to prohibit its common use? I wish that 
the people, by an act as solemn an sovereign as 
that in which they declared their political inde- 
pendence, would prevent the very existence of 
ardent spirits, save for a certain specified use. 

Still, this | pray You to remember, prohibitory 
laws. though they range from village re- 
striction to constitutional amendment, can never 
take the place of moral suasion. You have 
not done à work which is complete and abiding. 
until, by some means, you haye persuaded your 
friend himself to give up. or at least conscientious- 
ly to forego, his desire for intoxicating drink. 

hough the restraint may possibly be made, it is 
at both expense and risk. But, contrariwise, the 
moment you win one to temperance of and 
pu „Tou have made him a positive power on 
the oly side. Notonly have you released your- 
gelt aud the cause from an active foe. you have 
gained an active friend. I take it that that is as 
clear as day. I suppose it to be plain common 
sense. At any rate, it is the only thought Which

It were ee I think, 
that signatures should de obtained simply by ap, 
peal from indrvidual to individual, or by the aid of 
ward or mass meetings called for the purpose. I 
am confident that whoso takes careful note of the 
relations and true interests of Church and State 
will hardly deem this suggestion an idle one. 
In the second place, the petition seems to ignore 
certain very important facts of our municipal con- 
dition. It gives, for instance, no apparent heed to 
the fact that those who are in sympathy with the 
proposed action are ina Known minority. It looks 
toward nothing which would be likely to win that 
adverse majority in whose bands the decision really 
rests. On the contrary it tende inevitelly to make 
the antagonism the more settled. Let it be once 
anderstood that the authorities of the city are to be 
specially importuned to cia] enactments on 
matters in regard to which there is earnest diller- 
ence of blic opinion, and thenceforth the city 
authorities will be elected witn reference to that 
fact. That is the instinct and law of majorities 
the world over. It is, therefore, unwise to make 
this attempt at the tribuna! of the Common Council. 
First seek to change the weight of public opinion. 
Swell the ranks of the friends of temperance to a 
majority, and then actaal and rightful /egis/ation in 
favor of temperance may be accomplished. Todo 
otherwise is likely to postpone the desired reform. 
Observe too, in this same convettion, that the pe- 
tition sets itself against the hundred thousand Ger- 
mans, with their lager-beer, just as inexorably as 


whisky. It practically classes simply fer- 
mented geverages with distilled. And, moreover, 
it pays no deference to the German view of Sunday 
itself. It is not content to ask of those who hon- 
estly think that Sunday sbould be a holiday as 
fell as a holy day, that they sell only lager-beer, 
end that they ciose their saloons during the half of 
the sacred hours. Indeed, it makes no request 
of our fellow-citizens at all! It goes past 
them, to those who temporari! have the 
power of making laws, an demands 
that they compel the majority of their 
constituents to do what those constituents are dis- 
inclined todo. For one, I am not willing to adopt 
such a course. I want to win my German brethren 
to the total abstinence view of even lager beer, and 
to the American, Christian view of Sunday itself. 
I suppose our friends of the Women's Union desire 
the same. Let them. then, devise effective meas- 
ures for influencing the German sentiwent and the 
German judgment. Let them bring the use of 
lager beer to the trial of public argument and 
public appeal. Let them seck to persuade its 
devotees to the free adoption of a better practice 
and a better faith. 

In the third place, this petition seemingly forgets 
the fact that on a similar issue, and not very long 
ago, we saw this great city consigned to one of the 
unworthiest administrations which have ever 
affiicted it. The temperance minority forced the 
movement. In return, the anti-temperance ele- 
ments made common cause not only with each 
other, but with all available elemente. The result 
was that intemperance! and gambling and corrap- 
tion held carnival until taxpayers despaired and 
the well-wishers of the city hung their heads in 
very shame The very evil which was petitioned 
against was poured upon us likeadeluge. Indeed. 
uniess Iam mistaken, the present noble Common 
Council was secured at last only by a tacit and, I 
may almost say, public agreement that so-called 
Sunday and temperance legislation should not be 
attempted. How, then, I ask, can those who have 
seen such things and adopted such consequent 
action, be expected to join the petitioners? 

In the fourth place, it is not much effect even 
of temporary success which is likely to ensue from 
laws not sustained by — sentiment. Let the 
Common Coeucil Of Un r aa the city stands to- 
day, decree the closing of all saloons on Sunday 
in deference to the petition. Let the Mayor make 
proclamation. Does any one think that wonld 
really accomplish the end in view? 1 do not, 
Why, the suburbs of this city are easily accessible! 
And there, if far less gee evasions did not 
sufficiently-avail, would be witnessed such intem- 
perate excess and such desecrations of the Sabbath 
asare pot dre A of now. You might possibly 

urcnase exemption from what offends your sicht, 
bat the evil itself would be scarcely diminished. 

No, no! It is not petitions to the Common 
Council which we most need, but petitions to the 
people themselves. Back of temperance legisia- 
tion, and precedent to it, must be conviction of the 

ublic conscience and the public reason. In our 
orm of Government, and according to our 
religion as wel), the choice of the majority is to 
prevail on the statute-book. Surely, then, so far 
as the temperance question is one which legisia- 
tion touches and which municipalities decide, it 
must come under that requirement. 

I say, therefore, to my sisters of the Union and 
to all the friends of temperance, Ict go this petition, 
and address yourselves to a profounder work. 
Enter on the greater undertak of enlightening 
the pular understanding, a of moving the 
popular heart. Show temperance in its personal 
and social, its moral and economic, its spiritual 
and eternal glory. Show intemperance in its 
true criminality and waste and destruction. By 
speech and the printed page, by personal appeal 
and personal toil, by public gatherings of all 
classes of the citizens; yea, by prayer and the 
winning of souls to Christ, seek your beneficent 
end. So as sure as the word of the Lord stands. 
andthe heartfelt hopes of humenity are not a de- 
lusion, the day you long for shall usbered in. 
Law shall be toe transcript of the divine life in the 
soul, and the things which are pure and of good 
— — shall prevail in country and village and city 
alike.

The chief attraction of the Seraglio is the treas- 
ury. Herein a chamber by no means large is 
gathered treasure such as one reads of in tales of 
the genii. The actual value of this store of jewels 
is almost beyond conception. Each Sultan seeks 
to exceed his predecessor in the richness of his ad- 
dition to the collection, and-the result is a dazzling 

v impressive array of theatrical-looking 
— thet might just as well be made of 
giass and tinsel—the effect upon the spectator 
would be as pleasing. Imagine to yourself a car- 
pet crusted with pearls, many of them as large as 
sparrogy eggs: a ross of gold, frosted with pearls; 
draperies for the horses ridden by the Sultan, em- 
broidered with pearls and rubies; a cradle 
coated with precious stones; inlaid 
armor, jeweled helmets, sword bilte—one of these 
is decorated with fifteen diamonds, each one as 
large as the top of a man's thumb; coffee-trays of 
‘ebony, with a double row of enormous diamonds, 
set close together; pipe-stems, nargilehs, sword- 
belts, case te. Fe bushels of necklaces of the 
most splendid description heaped together in glass 
show-cases and flashing like fire-flies in the dark. 
The most costly article in the treasury is a toilet- 
table of lavis lazuli and other valuable material, 
richly inlatd with precions stones of every descrip- 
tion. The pillars that support the mirror are set 
with diamonds; the stem and claws of the tabie are 
covered with diamonds, emeralds, rubies, carbun- 
cles, etc. ; along the edge of the table hangs a deep 
fringe of diamonds, with immense solitaire tasseie. 
The whole is a gorgeous— bore. Multitudes of at- 
tendants are stationed through the apartment, and 
you may be sure that you are never left for a second 
unobserved by these watchful guardians of the

Additional Particulars of the Destruction 
of That Village on the 4th Inst.---Eccen- 
tricities of the Wind---Remarkable Car- 
pentry---Loss of Life. 

To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Mr. Carmen, III., June 23.— The wind bilow- 
eth where it listeth,” In all the history of South- 
ern Illinois there has been no record of such devas- 
tation as has Seen made by the eterrific cyclone 
which passed over the beantifal Town of Mt. 
Carmel on the 4th of June, destroying churches, 
Court-House, the most substantial business- 
houses, as well as many frail tenements, crushing 
rich and poor under its ruins. No spot seemed 
safe from the force of that raging whirlwind 
which threatened to destroy everything in nature. 
If a thousand trains of cars had rushed into the 
town it could not have produced so great a roar- 
ing as that destructive wind which deprived 100 
families of their homes, without a fragment of 
clothing or a mouthful of food. Iron roofs and 
pillars were blown about like straw and paper. 
Several persons were blown about like shingles, 
with no power to resist the torrent. One boy was 
dashed against a fence and killed instantly; an- 
Other was thrown on a reaping-machine and so in- 
jured that he bas since died. Ladies at their sew- 
ing-machines had their work torn from their hands 
and blown away with the roofs of their houses and 
furniture. 


Sudden as it was, in many cases great courage 
and presence of mind were manifested. Two of 
the teachers of one of the publie schools, feeling a 
consciousness of great danger, as they saw the 
storm gathering, dismissed their school. The 
moment the children had reached the pavement 
the roof and upper storey were blown to fragments. 
A lady who was visiting here, learned 
that her uncle with several others were 
buried in the wreck of his once handso me business 
block. She hastened to his relief, and amid all 
the din and roar of the elements she crept down. 
among the rubbish to listen for his voice. She 
soon heard his groans and cries for help. and with 
the aid of kind friends, had the happiness of see- 
ing him rescued from death. The agent of the 
Express Company, on the eve of starting for the 
train, saw 2 5 of horses dashing towards him. 
He coolly held his horse while his wagon was broken 
to splinters. Me nor his horse flinched nor received 
an injury, while buildings were falling on the right 
and left. 

Many strange freaks of the wind were noticeable; 
some houses were moved back onlv a few feet from 
the foundation, while adjacent ones would be re- 
moved entirely from the premises. Trees without 
number were uprooted and blown about like 
feathers; heavy plank would be driven in the 
ground as though they had grown there. One very 
remarkable instance of this kind was an enormous 
plank which cut ite way through an iron roof of a 
new warehouse into the floor low, and stood in 
an upright position, as perfectly mortised as 
though it been done by an architect. Another 
dwelling shows the 1 where a brick cat its way 
through the side of the house into the two rooms, 
straight across a distance of seventeen feet, then 
through a window-curtain, shutter, and lodged on 
the bed where children siept at night. Letters and 
papers were found in Vincennes, a distance of 
twenty-five miles, that were owned by persons who 
lost their homes. 

The ornamental part of the spire of the Metho- 
dist Church was found ten miles across the Wa- 
bash River. The charch was anroofed, and other- 
wise injured tothe amount of $7,000. The par- 
sonage adjoining wae partially destroyed, in ad- 
dition to the sad bereavement of the minister, 
who lort his youngest son in the ruina. The Pres- 
byterian church is totally destroyed, scarcely, a 
vestige of it left. Amid all this tremendous crash, 
which lasted but tnirty seconda, to add to 
grief and consternation, fire broke out in the 
ruins of Parkinson's store, where it spread among 
the dry goods with great rapidity. ootwithstanding 
the drenching rain and almost superhuman efforts 
of the survivors to stop its force. Then two ad- 
joining stores were in fames where a number of 
our prominent citizens were seemingly in their 
graves. Some were providentially preserved from 
the flames; but others perished, which is the sad- 
dest part of this sad disaster, that only the charred 
remains could be returned those bleeding hearts 
who were not only stripped all earthly posses- 
siona, but loved ones dearer than life were taken 
also. Yet we can only bowin humble submission 
to Him that plants His footsteps in the sea, and 
rides upon the storm.” 

Prof. Tice, and a gentleman who is a member of 
the Signal Corps, visited our town to view the 
scene of destruction. They report there has not 
been such a tornado since the Signal Corps was or- 
ganized. So great has been the distress that vis- 
itors say it is far worse than they had an idea of by 
reading general accounts. A gentleman who has 
visited the East Indies, and encountered 
several tornadoes, says he never ga 
such complete and general desolation — r 
one, as in this visitation. Old soldiers 
amazed, and declared with all the dreadful ex 
ence of war they had met nothing to equal this 
disastrous cyclone.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Everybody in Ohio for the Silver-Dollar. 
Dispatch lo New York Times. 
OCrnctnNati, June 20. —A correspondent who has 
spent ten days in Centtal Ohio canvassing the views 
of the people on the silver question reports that 
the discussion of financial topics is al most uni- 
versal. One hears of Secretary Sherman's policy 
a thousand times where he hears of President 
Hayes’ once. Everybody seems to have a theory 
about money. One clase is for inflation, pure aad 
simple, and will support the Greenback nomina- 
tions at Columbus. This is believed to be some- 
what larger than the Cooper and Cary faction of 
last fall. Next ie the Let-it-Alone Party. Their 
piatform la, Repeal the Resumption act, and 
let specie payments come when the country is ready 
for them.“ This party is composed about equally 
of Democrats and Republicans, and contains some 
sound business men and careful calculators. An- 
other class is for free coinage and a big issue of eil 
ver by the Government, but no retiring of the ijegal- 
tenders.

It is apparent that the masses of 
the Democracy will support the silver idea in the 
fall campaign as a scheme for making money more 
lenty. The Republicans will favor it as a means 
eading to resumption. and this will not uniikely 
constitute the difference of the two platforms on 
tue subject.

Shé may seize Egypt and the Suez 
Canal. She undoubtedly will, for 
France, the. only Power that would 
it, is now bound hand and 
foot, and for the first time in the last 
half contury she can take Egypt without the 
risk of war. She may also take Crete, to 
obtain harbors for her fleets. Further than 
this, she may seize the heights back of Galli- 
polis and fortify them, and bring up her 
fleets for the protection of the Dardanelles, 
and even fortify the heights back of Con- 
stantinople, without the risk of war, for the 
Russians will have utterly crushed the Turks 
even before they reach Adrianople. If the 
Russians enter Adrianople, the Turks will 
gue for peace. There are signs that indicate 
that they may even do so if they meet with 
severe defeats north of the Balkans. 


It is reported that great alarm and disgust 
have been excited among the party leaders 
in Philadelphia by the order of the Presi- 
dent prohibiting officehelders from manipu- 
lating the machine. A thousand or more 
employes in the Mint, Custom-House, and 
Post-Office hold their positions, not through 
any fitness for the work to be done, but 
solely on account of their success in work- 
ing” the primaries, packing the caucuses, 
controlling the conventions, doctoring the 
registry lists, stuffing the ballot-boxes, etc. 
It is feared that the refusal by the President 
to reward this sort of usefulness at the ex- 
vense of the Government will injure the 
party in Philadelphia. Very likely it would 
—much in the same way that the conviction 
and imprisonment of the perpetrators of the 
scandalous election frauds in that city would 
injure the party. The Republican party in 
Philadelphia can stand an ehormous amount 
of that kind of injury. 


In spite of the Russian prohibitition of 
the forwarding of news from within their 
lines, a very comprehensive and interesting 
account is given in the cable dispatches this 
morning of the general scheme of operations 
along the left bank of the Danube from Is- 
mail to Widdin. It will be seen that the ap- 
parent period of inactivity among the Kus- 
sians has been, on the contrary, a period of 
immense activity, and that the vast army has 
been 80 located as to be in readiness 
within twelve hours for a crossing at 
‘any one of several points on the river 
west of Gmrgevo. It is believed that the 
crossing at Ibrail and Galatz was but a feint, 
and that the more serious and formidable 
movements will shortly take place at one or 
more of the points toward which heavy 
bodies of troops are converging. There is 
also reason to believe that this move- 
ment will not be long delayed, as the Dan- 
ube, although at present ata high stage, is 
certain soon to be in amore unfavorable 
condition on account of the summer floods 
caused by the melting of the snow on the 
Carpathian Mountains. A crossing in terri- 
ble earnest may be looked for any day. 


The sermon preached yesterday by the 
Rev. L. T. Cuamsperzarn, of the New En- 
gland Congregational Church, on the sub- 
ject of ‘* Temperance in Politics,” and print- 
ed in our columns this morning, deserves 
general attention as a timely and well-con- 
sidered expression of views upon a matter of 
peculiar interest and importance. While 
ardently sympathizing with the end sought 
by the Women’s Temperance Union, the 
closing of the saloons on Sunday, Mr. Cuam- 
BERLAIN recognizes one significant fact, 
which the circulators of the petition 
either overlook or ignore,—namely, that 
when the churches and religious bodies as 
such take sides in a question of local politics 
or of municipal government, they at once 
arouse the active hostility of that largely pre- 
ponderant class which resents the interfer- 


ence of the clergy and the church-neop!, 
and a dangerous, disastrous defeat is the 


inevitable result. The sooner the advocates 
of the closing of saloons on Sunday by the 
force of law recognize the futility of the at- 
tempt, tear up their petitions, and confine 
their labors to the education of the popular 
taste to temperance and abstinence, the 
sooner they may reasonably hope to close the 
saloons both Sundays and week-days. 


The President has issued his formal order 
on the subject of the interference of Federal 
officers with the management and control of 
party politics. We have commented on this 
subject repeatedly, and have now to addonly 


| that the order will be accepted by the whole 


country with gratitude, not only because of 
the character of the order itself, but because 
of the earnestness of purpose and unflinch- 
ing determination shown by the President to 
carry out the reform in the public service he 
had promised. The text of the circular, 
addressed to every officeholder in the 
country, is as follows:

23.—Sim: I desire to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing paragraph in a letter addressed by me to 
the Secretary of the Preasury on the conduct to be 
observed by officers of the General Government in 


relation to elections: 


No officer should be required or permitted to take 
part in the political organizati caucuses, conven- 
tions, or election campaigns. Their right to vote and 
to express their views on pablic questions, either orally 
or through the press, is not dented, provided it does 
not interfere with the discharge of their official duties. 
No assessment for political purposes on officers or 
subordinates shoud be allowed. 


This rule is applicable to every department of the 
Civil Service. Ut should be understood by every 
officer of the General Government that. be ies ex- 
pected to conform his conduct to its requirements. 
Very reepectfuliy, R. B. Hares. 

That sounds like a return to an efficient 
performance of public duty. The order will 
prove acceptable to every officer who holds 
office and expects to perform its duties hon- 
estly and efficiently ; they will be rejoiced to 
be thus relieved of the duty and expense of 
running political campaigns. The word 
permitted was placed in this order to 
protect the public officers from the de- 
mands which would otherwise be made on 
them. |

THE PASSAGE OF THE DANUBE. 

At last the Russians are over the Danube, 
and the cross is planted on Turkish soil. 
The 22d of June was a Black Friday for 
the Turks. On that morning bands of Cos- 
sack cavalry crossed the Danube into the 
Dobrudscha on barges drawn by small 
steamers, both from Galatz and Ibrail, 
eighteen miles apart, and promptly formed 
a junction on the high slopes beyond the 
marshy river bank. Under the cover of the 
force, between the Turks at Matchin and 
the river, the Russians laid their pontoon 
bridges at both the above points, and two 
divisions rapidly crossed and effected a 
junction without opposition. Every move- 
ment of the Russians was characterized by 
the utmost skill and rapidity of action. 
By noon the forces were before the out- 
works of Matchin, which they carried by 
charging the batteries. The Turks were 
driven out and fled to Matchin, the 
Russians tarning their own guns upon 
them, and that night they rested in the de- 
serted Turkish camp, preparing for the bat- 
tleof themorrow. On Saturday morning they 
advanced again with the intention of storm- 
ing Matchin, but found no enemy to oppose 
them. The Turks had evacuated the place, 
and the Russians entered it, and held the 
key to the Dobrudscha. The imm late 
movements of the left wing are now aypar- 
ent at a glance. To seize and fortify the 
heights up the river as far as Hirsova, and to 
occupy the first line of Turkish defense, the 
railroad running from Tchernavada on the 
Danube to Kostendje on the Black Sea will 
piace them on one flank of the Turks, and 
force them into their quadrilateral between 
Rutschuk, Silistria, Shumla, and Varna. The 
next event of interest must be the crossing 
of the Russian centre, which holds its posi- 
tion nearly 150 miles further up the Danube, 
between Giurgevo and Nikopolis, and mainly 
between the Rivers Aluta and Vode, as is 
indicated by the transferring of the head- 
quarters from Bucharest to Alexandria, on the 
latter river. The crossing of the centre may, 
therefore, be looked for at Turnul, opposite 
Nikopolis, which is only protected by primi- 
tive earthworks. The quadrilateral will thus 
be completely flanked, and stirring ey

ewe Tour fortresses must surrender, and then 
the Russians will direct their attention to 
the second line of the Turkish defense, the 
Balkans, once across which the power of 
Turkey is at an end. There is an ominous 
silence as to the purposes of the right wing 
and the Roumanian army, which lie between 
Nikopolis and Gladowa, but if, as Turkish 
reports claim, the Montenegrin campaign is 
closed, the right wing may have enough to 
do in taking care of Sureyman Pasua’s 
forces of 50,000, relieved from Montenegro, 
who will undoubtedly menace the flank of 
the main Russian army. 


man to weary in well-doing, he might be 
discouraged by the mean-spirited, if not ac- 
tually malicious, reflections made upon his 
civil-service work by those who have adver- 
tised the loudest professions of devotion to 
Civil-Service Reform. Thata President who 
is obviously doing the best that can be done, 

under our system and laws, to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of actual serv- 
ice among Government officials and em- 
ployes, should find only impatient caviling 
from pretended Civil-Service reformers be- 
cause he is not doing more, is disheartening 
at the best. Protest and opposition were to 
be expected from some of the “ machine” 
politicians and disappointed office-seekers, 
but that the pretentious Independent 
newspapers, which have been demanding 
practical civil-service reform for years, should 
treat his efforts in its behalf coldly, was not 
only unexpected, but is vicious and calcu- 
lated to do the country an injury as well as 
doing the Administration an injustice. Thus 
the Chicago 7Z'iumnes concludes a long article, 
in which nota single flagrant violation of 
Civil-Service Reform is pointed out, in the 
following language : ¢ 

Mr. Lares’ Civil-Service Reform is a delusion 

aud asham. It is, at the best, only a modified ap- 
plication of the spoils system, though in truth 
there is no system or certainty about it. It is no 
more than a manifestation of the good intent of a 
present incumbent, who acts upon emergencies as 
they arise, and 1s guided by no higher rule than 
thatof apparent expediency. Good appointments 
will not be its cilect; they will be merely instances 

of good luck; but even Grant was now and then 

lucky enough to appoint a capable and honest man. 


Yet no one claimed that he was a Civil-Service 
reforuwier. 


The fact is entirely ignored in this unfair 
generalization that it is not within the power 
of President Hares to estadlish a civil- 
service system in the sense that it is estab- 
lished in England. He can only proceed so 
far as the Constitution and laws permit him 
to go. He is required to nominate a large 
number of officials, and the appointment of 
a still larger number is left to members of 
his Cabinet. He cannot assume the appoint- 
ment of those who have to be chosen by 
others under the law; he cannot with abso- 
lute and personal accuracy determine the 
fitness of all his own selections; he cannot 
enact a law of permanent tenure during 
good behavior, nor of promotion in the va- 
rious branches, nor of a proper education 
for the- duties of the civil service. At the 
most, he can only do what his best judg- 
ment and best intentions dictate, and no 
honest and observing man can say that he does 
this constantly. Notwithstanding the great 
temptation ‘to reward personal service, —a 
temptation to which all Presidents have 


yielded since Jackson laid down the rule,

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 
The French people are just now going 
through as trying an ordeal as they will ever 
be subjected to in behalf of Constitutional 
Government. If France shall dome out of 
it peacefully and still a Republic, then it will 
be certain that Republican Government has 


tak stron 24 rm t hold 
— UA. — that — “than ever 


before. The strain will undoubtedly be a 
severe one. Itis contended that President 
MacManon far thus has remained within the 
letter of the French Constitution, though it 
is certain that he has overstepped the En- 
glish idea of constitutional responsibility. 
He deliberately appointed a Cabinet that was 
antagonistic to the Chamber of Deputies, 
though the Constitution expressly provides 
that the Cabinet shall be responsible to the 
Chamber of Deputies for the gen- 
eral policy of the Government. Then 
he adjourned the Chambers in or- 
der to retain this Cabinet. Though 
the Constitution gives him the right to dothis 
twice before finally dissolving Parliament, 
he has determined to meet the issue and ap- 
peal to the people at once. He has asked 
and received from the Senate authority to 
dissolve the Chambers, and will be compelled 
under the Constitution to call a new election 
within three months. If a majority of the 
Deputies elected shall be opposed to his 
policy, as they are now, he will then be 
compelled to retire his present Cabinet or 
resort to a coup @etat. He says that he will 
not part with the Ministers of his choice, 
and the inference is that he will resign. All 
this shows that he has but a meagre under- 
standing of, or a strong antagonism to, Con- 
stitutional Government. The intimation of 
his resignation was first given out as 
a sort of intimidation, the purpose being 
to force the people to vote to sustain Mac- 
Manon, or accept some extreme Radical like 
GaMBETTA or GrEvy. But the Republicans 
have disarmed him of this weapon by an- 
nouncing that Turers will be their candidate 
for the successorship in case MacMaunown shall 
retire. MacMaunon’s term does not expire till 
1880, but if he resign, the two Chambers 
will have authority to elect a successor for 
the full term of seven years from the time of 
his eleption. 

During the adjournment of the Chambers 
MacManon’s Cabinet acted in a manner to 
still more excite rather than allay the hostil- 
ity of parties. The Minister of the Interior 
-M. de Fovurrou—seems to be a sort of 
French Ben Borzza. He has sup- 
pressed newspapers, prohibited their sale 
on the streets without a special 
authorization, arrested the President of the 
Paris Council for criticising the President of 
the Republic, ordered the cafes to be watch- 
ed, and seditious conversations to be pun- 
ished, and has even intrenched upon the 
right of petition, which may almost be re- 
garded as the corner-stone of popular liberty. 
All the acts of the present Cabinet are found- 
ed upon the Napoleonic system, which was 
a system of repression and persecution, and 
certainly such as to arouse the indignation 
of any people devoted to liberty. They had 
their effect on the Chamber of Deputies, 
which, immedigtely on reconvening, passed 
a resolution of want of confidence and cen- 
sure. The message of the President, indeed, 
was so insulting and taunting that the Depu- 
ties all but voted to impeach him for treason, 
the only charge on which he is personally 
accountable. . Notwithstanding all this, it is 
a question whether the vote of the people 
will not sustain MacMauow. He is taking 
every advantage of the Government ma- 
chinery to control the elections. All the 
old Prefects have been removed and re- 
placed with men pledged to stand by the 
Cabinet; the Government is actually nomi- 
nating its own candidates for popular 


suffrage; and the clergy have been exhorted 


. satisfied: with their lot, 


ist factions. 


This is the crisis. The danger is that one 


party or the other will forget itself, —that 
Michlanom will resort to a coup d etat or the 
Radicals to revolution in case of defeat. 
Pending the campaign that must precede the 


election (fortunately it cannot endure law- 
fully longer than three months), party pas- 
sion will run at its highest, and intrigue, 
pressure, persecution, and all the devices 
charaoteristie of a plebiscite under NAPOLEON 
III., will be brought into play. The test of 
the capacity of the French people for self- 
government will be a severe one, and if they 
come out of it with a fair Republic, their 
present form of Government will be pretty 


well assured for many years to come.

SLOW TO LEARN. 

One that has to do with the dull learners 
requires unlimited patience. Every teacher 
knows this, and so does every bright pupil in 
the same class, who finds himself kept back 
by the lagging ones. And the case is just as 
hard when we graduateinto the larger school 
of the world. There are some people for 
whom one must furnish brains as well as 
ideas, —a joke, andahatchet with which to 
introduce it into the head. This slowness in 
learning is due not only to feebleness of 
mind, but also to that dimness of perception 
which results from inherited prejudices and 
long-cherished ideas and habits. We see it 
in the inaptitude of old men to accept new 
truths, and of the older members of the 
various professions to recognize fresh dis- 
coveries. It is said that no physician under 
the age of 40 years was willing to receive 
Hanyer’s theory of the circulation of the 
blood; and: history shows that the world 
owes its progress mostly to its young men. 
But whole communities partake of the same 
incapacity to welcome discoveries, to ap- 
preciate the need of reforms, and to natural- 
ine foreign ideas. Take the case of the 
Hindoos. The Brahman class are intelligent, 
and are beginning to accept modern science, 
and to learn Europcan languages. But they 
are stolid on the subject of the elevation of 
women. They argue that females are incapable 
of education, and that to bestow it, even in 
a small degree, would be to render them dis- 
without quali- 
“fying them for any different position. They 
were made to do domestic work, to bear 
children, and to wait upon their husbands, 
living in the total seclusion of the zenana, 
and finding recreation in talking and dress- 
ing. Social equality of women with men is 
an absurdity, and for a wife to sit at table 
with her husband would be an insult not 
only to him, but also to his whole sex. 

Now a parallel obtuseness to new ideas, 
accompanied by a parallel mode of reason- 
ing, obtains in our Southern States respect- 
ing the ability and the education of the ne- 
gro. For Brahman substitute white South- 
erner, and for woman substitute negro, and 
the cases are identical as to feeling and argu- 
ment. Here and there the results of the 
War have opened the eyes of the former 
slaveholders; but the average survivor of 
that once ruling class is as much bewildered, 
in the present revolutionized condition of 
the South, as to politics and edu- 
cation, as if he had suddenly been 
introduced into another planet. He 
stares in amazement at the de- 
mand for public schools equally for the 
blacks as for the whites. He replies to every 
en tO Glevate the colored race, that 
it is a step towards that abhorrent fact, so- 
cial equality. For instance, Virginia, one of 
the most enlightened of the Southern States, 
is making fair progress towards providing for 
the educational wants of both classes of her 
population. But it is done against a strong 
opposition, and under the fortunate lead of 
a few wise and clear-headed statesmen and 
scholars. Multitudes protest against any 
common schools for negroes. One writer, 
who signs himself Civis, has recently pub- 
lished a pamphlet against the idea, and he is 
so sure of the incapacity of the negro 
for any higher civilization than that 
to which he has attained under the con- 
ception that he was a chattel, that he pre- 
dicts his certain failure as a free citizen and 
a competitor with the white man. To edu- 
cate a good-looking negro girl is simply to do 
an unkindness to her, and an injustice to so- 
ciety. He illustrates his case after the fol- 
lowing fashion, which scems to him to cover 
the whole problem of the colored race in 
America : 

As I write,.my head is dull and my eyes are heavy 
from loss of sleep caused by the sickness of an in- 
fant child; and yet the nurse, a negro girl of 17 
years, upon whom the heavy work has chiefly fall- 
cn, and whose sleep bas been interrupted several 
times everv night—during some nights many times 
—is as fresh to-day as when the doctor was sum- 
moned two weeks ago. lhave known her to be 
around five or six times a night, and yet not tolose 
from these several interruptions combined a half- 
bour’s sleep; for in thirty seconds after relieved of 
active duty she undly asleep again. This result 
I am sure is due to a low type of cerebral organiza- 
tion; to her mental inactivity, which really fits her 
for the duties of her place, but would be a supreme 
disqualification for the higher avocations of life. 
She is withal tenderly affectionate to her charge, 
cheerfully responds to all the calls made upon her, 
and I prefer her, in her place, to any white girl in 
the Commonwealth. Would it be kind to her, 
would it be just to society, which must always de- 
mand justsuch duties as she performs, to tempt 
her to aspire to a higher position denied her by 
Him who made her as she 1s? 

And this is the best that a champion 
writer, in behalf of keeping not less than 
four millions of the inhabitants of ‘the 
United States in ignorance, has to offer in 
defense of that infamous proposition. One 
would have thought that a girl so affection- 
ate and faithful as the one whom he de- 
scribes, and who had reached the age of 17 
years, was fairly entitled to such small 
crumbs of learning as the alphabet and the 
primer. If it was found that her low type 
of cerebral organization and her mental 
inactivity ” made it impossible for her to 
pick up these crumbs when offered, no harm 
could be done by the experiment. Until the 


experiment should be tried, how couid it 


be told that she could be fitted for no higher 
place, and that a higher position” had 
been “ denied her by Him who made her as 
she is”? Gop makes none of us scholars or 
cultivated persons, to start with. Even 
white children begin life amazingly ignorant, 
and without instruction they remain so. 
And even if this particular girl were some- 
what defective in mental activity, had 
“ Civis ” the right to judge the whole race 
by that single specimen? Did he never hear 
of a dull, animal white girl? Is it not no. 
torious that theo poor whites of the South 
are as ignorant and debased as the blacks, 
and that the latter often speak of them in 
terms of contempt? — , 

This Virginian *‘ Civis writes as if edn. 
cation had never been tried upon the colored 
people of this country, when to-day there are 


‘thousands upon thousands of them who have 


acquired a good common education, and 


many who have enjoyed a classical and pro- 


timony lately from one of the most 
enced classical instructors of New 
and not long since we saw a colored lady 


mental dullness or inactivity. They cannot 
take in new ideas. Their notions of civiliza- 
tion, like those of the Chinese, are stereo- 
typed. It is as hard to convince them that 
the negro can be elevated, as it is to convince 
the Brahman that woman is capable of edu- 
cation and may be fitted to become the equal 
companion of man. But we do not despair 
of either class,—the Southerner or the Brah- 
man. It may require the death of the ex- 
isting generation, for the most part, but the 
next will come right. Light will penetrate 
both India and our Southern States.

The world does move; every part of it. And 
so the time will be when ** Civis,” if he lives 
long enough, will be astonished to find him- 
self coming in contact with educated colored

25 SELIGMAN-—-HILTON. 

Mr. SeLIGMAN’s tardiness in bringing his suit 
against Judge HILTON suggests the inference 
that he prefers leaving his vengeance to be 
worked out by the members of the ten tribes. 
In the outset the banker’s position was an ex- 
cellent one. A survey of all the facts shows 
him to have been shamefully abused, and, had 
he acted on his own responsibility, he would 
have vindicated himself and his religious preal- 
lections, and become a second Moss to the Is- 
raclites all over the world. The stated reason 
for his rejection from HLrox's hotel was a fine 
ground on which to establish a fight, wherein he 
was certain of victory and laurels. But Mr. 
SELIGMAN chose an ill-advised course, and by 
casting his personality into the contest robbed 
it of its broader principles, and left the general 
public to select between two individuals in be- 
stowing their sympathies. In his statements and 
correspondence, he has assumed that he was ſu- 
sulted, and, collaterally, his religion, assigning 
to the more important a secondary place. It is 
characteristic of the American people to pay 
little regard to individuals, and profourd re- 
spect to representatives of classes; and had the 
banker sunk his personal feelings in this unfor- 
tunate matter, and held up the fact that he had 
been ostracised for certain peculiar methods the 
class to which he belongs follows in the worship 
of Gop, the instinctive love of religious liberty 
on which every Amcrican prides himself had 
sprung to his defense, and Hitton had been 
crushed by an overwhelming expression 
of public opinion. But with that self-esteem 
attaching to all wealthy men who have secured 
position through their wealth, Mr. SRLId- 
MAN assumed that he, and not so much his re- 
ligion, was the Gen. Boum from whose head the 
cocked hat of his dignity had been snatched by 
the suddenly famous Fritz, who unites the di- 
verse functions of running a hotel and keep- 
ing a dry-goods shop. The first thing SL Iid- 
MAN did was to show that he and Hitton had 
before had business transactions, not altogether 
pleasant, as appears from the misty admissions 
of both, and the public regards this circum 
stance ag suspicious, and are inclined to let the 
gladiators dght the battle out without interven- 
tion. 3 

The crafty method adopted by Setiaman and 
his counsel to induce Jews to withdraw their 
patronage from HILTON counts for nothing. It 
is an element of the Jewish faith to purchase 
goods at the lowest possible rates, and if HIL 
TON commanded a large and influential Israel- 
itish custom, it was because that custom found 
it to the interest of its constituents to patronize 
his establishment, and, if they did, they are not 
to be driven to any quarter in which those in- 
terests would suffer. So that wing of Mr. 
SELIGMAN’s attack is not of much avail. Ifa 
few of the more susceptible among the Jews 
have withdrawn their trade from A. T. StrBwaRrrT 
& Co., it will find ite way back. 

The argument that there are many of his 
own, religion whom Mr. SELIGMAN would not 
entertain at his home is without force. The 
grounds upon which he would exclude them 
would be purely personal, and it was in intrud- 
ing his personal rights into the present contro- 
versy that he made his grave mistake. 

There was one course for Mr. SELIGMaN to 
take,—a dignified course,—and that an appeal 
to the courts, and a placid acceptance of the de- 
cision. This he has failed to do, and an oppor- 
tunity was lost.

Seventy-six young men, just graduated from 
the United States Military Academy, appeal to 
the country for employment. They have been 
instructed in all the branches of study required 
to fit men for active military command. Their 
physical condition is far above the average, both 
because they were subjected to a severe medial 
examination on enteripg the Academy, and be- 
cause they have been accustomed for years to 
simple fare, good hours, and out-door exercise. 
In “‘deportment”’ they ought to be as accom- 
plisbed as even Mr. TurvByDrRor could wish, 
inasmuch as they have been drilled in the prin- 
ciples of easy carriage and gracetul address, and 
have enjoyed, moreover, the benetite of social 
relations with the ladies of Vassar College and 
the surrounding country. In the Platonic philos- 
ophy they are deeply versed, having imbibed its 
fundamental principles in Flirtation Walk, and 
compensated their tutors with buttons, not cur- 
rent with the merchants, bearing the stamp of 
the United States of America. In less abstruse 
studies they have also a high degree of advance- 
ment. Conic sections-they know, and practical 
engineering is one of their necessary accomplisb- 
ments. They have a smattering of French, 
and a tolerable knowledge of the history of 
their own country. Above all, they have that 
which schools too seldom teach—a high sense of 
personal honor and esprit de corps. 

These young men have been brought to their 
present state of efficiency at the expense of 
the.Government, with the understanding that 
they are to serve in the United States Army 
after graduation. The obligation heretofore 
has always seemed to weigh heavier upon the 
cadet than upon the Government: but, owing 
to the gradual reduction of our military force, 
and the niggardly policy of the late Congress 
in the matter of the army appropriations, the 
Government is now unable to provide the 
places for the cadets: that it has impliedly 
promised. The result has been the raising of a 
cry iu some quarters for a reduction of the 
number of appointments to the Military 
Academy, and rash critics im the Democratic 
party have not hesitated to demand the abo- 
lition of the Academy aitogether. We do not 
sympathize in any degree with these views. The 
Military Academy has done, and ts doing, an 
excellent work. It is our substitute for an 
army, furnishing the means of organization at 
a moment's notice of the vast volunteer force 
which any emergency will call into existence. 
Our main dependence must always be upon the 
West Point graduates in case of war. Gen 
GRANT concisely stated the whole theory of the 
Military Academy when he said in conversation 
that Banks and Borln failed as commanders 
because they commenced as Generals. Our suc- 

cessful Generals in the late War were almost 
without exception graduates of the Academy. 
They were a long time in working 
to the top and obtaining entire control 
of affairs, but it is a noticeabie fact that, when 
the War ended, the army was in the hands of 
West Pointers.

THE PRESIDENT’S ORDER. 


A PERFECT AGREEMENT. 
Specral Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninetonr, D. C., June 24.—The President's 
order to officeholders received full consideration 
in Cabinet, and, as interpreted by the members of 
tbe Cabinet. it was intended to absolutely pro- 
hibit Federal officeholders and their employes from 
holding any connection with what is known as 
the machine of politics. As originally drawn; 
thé order presented the alternative of resigning 
from the political position or removal by the 
President from the Federal office. The formal 
statement of thie alternative was stricken out as 
superfluous, since the open violation of a personal 
order of the President would, of course, be cause 
for, and would certainly lead to, removal. The 
order, as interpreted by the Cabinet officers, is in- 
tended to prohibit 

ANY CONNECTION WHATEVER 

with the various ward, township, county, State, 
or national organizations for conducting political 
campaigns. Those who now hold any of these 
positions will be removed if they continue to hold 
them after time enough has elapsed for the general 
circulation of the President's order. The order is 
held to be explicit ae to the part officeholders will 
be allowed to take in political affairs, this part de- 
ing clearly limited to 
VOTING, SPEAKING, OR WRITING. FOR THE 
PRESS. ' 

Southern Republitans are particularly troubled, 
as they say that party organization cannot be matu- 
tained, in many parts of the South, withont the 
protection which the active connection of Federal 
offices with the work of the campaign affords. A 
number of the President's closest political friends 
here are stoutly opposed to this order. They deem 
it possible to correct the abuses at which it is 
aimed without depriving the party of the valuable 
services of many strong, honest, and most efficient 
workers, who now hold prominent positions under 
the Government. : 

A HOWL FROM PENNSYLVANIA. 

A Pennsylvania politician declares that the Pres- 
ident’s order to officeholders will ruin the Repub- 
lican party in Philadelphia. He savs that nearly 
all the officers and emploves in the Custom- House, 
the Post-Office, and the Mint in that city hold their 
places as rewards for zeal and Kill in managing 
caucuses, conventions, and elections in their pre- 
cincts and wards.

EARNINGS DURING MAY. 

The Few York Bulletin of recent date says: Of 
the twenty-three Western and Southwestern rail- 
roads from whieh we have returns for the last 
month, only nine exhibit increased earnings com- 
pared with the previous month. These are the 
Canada Southern, Grand Trank (Canada), Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, Cairo & St. Louis. Cleve- 
land, Mt. Vernon & Delavan, Denver & Rio 
Grande, International & Great Northern, Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, and St. Louis & South- 
eastern (Tennessee Division). The roads showing 
the heaviest decline are the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, Chicago & Alton, St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern, and Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw. 
The passenger movcment during May, as well as 
the freight traffic, was hght on all the leading lines, 
and. if we could Nave access to the returns of the 
great trunk lines during the same period, a pro- 
portionate diminution would doubtless be visible 
on their business also.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Special Co resapondence cof The Tribune. 

DrsMomrs, Ia., June 23.—In the Poweshiek 
County Circuit Court, W. Ek. Small recovered $15, - 
000 against the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad Company, for the value of a mil! de- 
stroyed by fire from another building. which was 
set on fire by sparks from a locomotive belonging 
to the Companv. The judgment was rendered 
under Sec. 1,289 of the Code, which provide 
that railroad corporations ‘‘ shall be liable for all 


such railway.” 

The Company appealed to the Supreme Court. 
where they set up the claim that the clause of the 
section under which the judgment was found is 
void and unc onstitational, being in violation of the 
Constitution, Secs. 1 and 20, Art. III. which pro- 
vides that the style of every law shall be. Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Iowa. and that every act shall emb but one 
subject, which shail be expressed in its title. The 
Company claim that authority and laws provid- 
ing for the revision and codification of the laws 
applied to the laws then in force, and not to new 
legislation, or to add new lawe to those now in 
force. That the clause of the section tm 
question is to every intent and purpose 
an independent act, relating to another matters 
than that ny pee, in the title of Chap. X of the 
Code. That it was not reported by the Code Com- 
missioners: but inserted at some period of legisla- 
tion by some dextmus management, and its pas- 
save secured, witht tae knowiedge of members 
as to its intent or effect. 

If the law is sustaiged. it will place raflroad cor- 
porations in a positon where they can avoid 
liability only by ceasing to operate their roads; for 
the law makes the lubility absolute, and not de- 
pendent on negligente or unavoidable accident. 
In fact it makes railroad companies liable 
for permitting zu d4nevitable accident. 
A large fire in a large city started 
by eparks from a loconotive might bankrupt a rail- 
road company. It is ag if Mrs. O'Leary were 
called upon to pay forthe burned city of Chicago, 
because her obstrepertas cow kicked over a pail of

He Sets His Sail in Time to Catch an Impor- 
> tant Public Breeze.

He took for his text the thirty-fourth 
verse of the fourteenth of Acts: But. when they 
knew he was a Jew, all with one voice about the 
space of two zhours cried out Great is Diana of 
the Rphestans. Mr. Beecher said that he became 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Seligman at Twin 
Monntain House, and knew him well. He knew 
him to be an estimable gentleman in every way and 
sense of the word. The Jews formed a large por- 
tion of the community, and he must say they were 
not only excellent and thrifty citizens but ex- 
ceptionally law-abiding people. He considered 
that a great insult had been put upon them, hut it 
had so shocked intelligent and refined people, those 
w hose opinions were worthy of respect, that it led 
the Israelites of the country to believe they were 
held in great respect by their Christian fellow- 
citizens. We further remarked that they had never 
stolen $10,000,000 from the city and endeavoerd 
to make terms in jail. Of all —— they were the 
last that should have been insulted. He did not 
think it a good sign to see a man who had inherited 
hie money cast ineult upon aman who made his 
estates by honest and and honorable industry. In 
the end. he thought, good would come of the insult, 
and he would advise them not to hold a public 
meeting or put on armor to fight mosquitoes.

A year ago I 
saw prisoners in the Cook County Criminal Court 
protest tearfully to the Judge that their keepers in 
the jail had deliberately thwarted all their efforts 
to get counsel. And T have within a 
month seen a prisoner knocked ‘six fect 
and thrown into a dungeon for offering to anovher 
prisoner an attorney's card through the bars of his 
cage, heitner Of whom had been convicted, bat

Bat I shonld not omit to point out the fact that, 
owing to the fanlty ¢onstruction of our County 
Jail, it is impossible for the jailor to carry out the
